Trade Topics, 


Manufacture of Wall Paper. 





In the first place, the materials employed— 
paper and pigments—have in themselves diffi- 
culties in working, owing to the fact that the 
latter are not oil paints, but water colors, and 
the paper has to be constructed specially “ sized ” 
in order to withstand the softening and stretch- 
ing action of the water. Again, the pigments 
are not ground in varnish, as in the case of this 
and other printers’ ink, which enables them to 
have comparatively easy ‘‘feed” and distribu- 
tion, and to adhere first to the type and blocks, 
and then to the paper; but the colors are used as 
athin mud devoid of ‘ tack,” and which would 
rapidly clog up blocks having only ordinary 
“depth” and relief. Further, the patterns must 
be continuous or printed in continuous rolls with- 
out a break, involving fresh questions of design 
to effect this continuity, and of execution to 
effect perfect ‘‘register” or placing of the va- 
rious colors. In fact, then, we must have dif- 
ferent blocks, modes of applying the color to 
these blocks, and of printing, than for ordinary 
color printing from relief blocks. 

A design having been chosen which is capable 
of being made continuously on a roll of paper, 
a full-sized original is prepared in all the neces- 
sary colors—from one to eight, including the 
** ground.” There must be made one block for 
each of the primary colors used, and nearly al- 
ways one block for each color shown, whether 
primary or secondary. Thus there is not only a 
yellow and a blue block; but a green block also, 
where these three colors occur in one pattern. 
The red block contains in level relief only those 
portions of the design which are to be printed 
in red, &c. 

The first illustration shows photo-reductions of

example chosen, each block has sixteen squares 
thereon, of which we show but four, the re- 
mainder being repetitions. 

According to whether the printing is to be 
done by hand or by machine, the blocks are made 
flat or cylindrical. In either case, the operation 
is a tedious and delicate one. Having sketched 
all the portions of one color upon a block or 
roller (the material chosen is maple), there are 
three modes of procedure to choose from. 

(1). To cut away all but the portion intended 
to print this given color. This is as in ordinary 
wood engraving, and is done by gouges, chisels, 
&c.; the depth cut away is about one-quarter 
inch. 

(2). To insert thin slips of brass so as to pro- 
duce the desired outlines. This requires chisels 
and gouges to effect a lodgment for the brass 
rules or slips, which are brought to the desired 
outline by means of pliers, files, &c., and are 
then driven in firmly, being left to project about 
one-quarter inch. This gives outlines of figures. 

(3). To proceed as in the last operation, but to 
fill up the spaces between the brass rules with 
compressed felt carefully cut to fit. This gives 
an impressing surface of felt, held together 
firmly by brass, and gives better work, with the 
pigments employed, than the wood blocks give— 
showing no grained or watered appearance. 

Where the printing is done (by hand) from 
square blocks, register or proper superposition 
(so as to. make the impression with each color 
properly continuous and also in correct relative 
position with the others) is secured by two fine 
points at each end of one side of the block; these 
pins are in the same relative position on all the 
blocks. 

The paper comes in rolls of about two-thirds of a 
mile each, in widths from twenty to forty inches, 
and in three grades of quality. Forall grades of 
aangings, except the very commonest, the paper 
is uniformly covered with a “ ground ”—the 
basis of which is clay or whiting, suitably col- 
ored. This color is licked up by a roller which 
transfers it to a stiff rotary brush, which re- 
volves in contact with the paper, coloring it in 
spots. Five transversely reciprocating brushes, 
with successively increasing speed and shortness 
of stroke, distribute the ground color evenly over 
the surface. The issuing roll, or ribbon, which 
is quite wet, is laid in looped folds hanging from 
rods which are, by an ingenious machine, carried 
along the elevated railway to the other end of 
the room, there turning with the track and re 
turning to the first end of the room. This device 
shortens the required length of factory one-half. 
By a series of simple wvoden friction wheels the 
rods on which the loops hang are turned at every 
few feet of the track, to prevent the roll from 
sticking to the rod in drying. 

The ground being laid and the paper dried, it is 
ready for the pattern. If it is for machine work, 
the roll is wound over a large drum and in con- 
tact with the cylindrical blocks, which are re- 
volving very rapidly, each being suitably sup-

For hand printing the 
most primitive kind of a 
press is used. The flat 
block—say 20 to 24 inches 
square—is hung by a cord, 
which permits its being 
swung on to the coloring 
pad (which is made of wet 
paper pulp and forms a 
perfectly elastic and yield- 
ing cushion). The pins on 
the side of the block per- 
mit the register to be kept 
right; and as the roll of 
paper is passed along from 
right to left, one square at 
a time, of each color, is 
printed thereon, the im- 
pression being given by a 
foot-lever. All the higher 
grades of hangings are 
hand-printed in this tedi- 
ous manner. For gold work 


the figure is first printed 
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to adhe reto by re- 
volving brushes in a closed 


box, or whole gold leaf is 
laid on by hand—this last 
in the case of large sur- 
faces. Superfluous gold is 
removed and saved by a 
boxed-in machine which 
scrubs the paper with re- 
ciprocating brushes; a 
blower, making 4,000 revo- 
lutions per minute, ex- 
hausting out the removed 
dust, which is collected 
in a proper closet. 

A machine with rapidly 
revolving and reciprocat- 
ing brushes is used to glaze 
the “‘satin-finished” papers. 
To make embossed paper, 
the desired pattern is made 
upon the surface of a steel 
cylinder; this is revolved 
for some days against 
the surface of a paper 
cylinder of exactly 
equal diameter, against 
which it is pressed with 
great force, thus making 
the reverse patterns; the 
paper is then fed through 
between these rollers, and 
thus receives the desired 
impressions in relief. 

Imitat ions of woods and 
marbles, while hardly in 
good taste, as being shams, 
are yet largely called for, 
and must be made. A 
very perfect imitation is 
made by printing in the 
appropriate color, from 
the face of a 12-foot 
plank, the grain of which 
is brought out by etching. 
It would be absurd to say that this is not 
“natural.” Graining and marbling are also 
effected by block or roller printing, and by 
brush work, as in ordinary house-painters’ grain- 
ingand marbling. Scotch granite is imitated by 
coating the surface with a ground of red- 
brown, and while this is still wet, ‘ spat- 
tering” or sprinkling with black, white and 
gray color, from a brush knocked against the 
hand. . 

The cost of the blocks used in printing 
varies from $20 to $50 each; cylinders are much 
more costly. These patterns are very changeable. 
Last year, for instance, paneled paper could not 
be made fast enough to supply the demand; this 
year such stock is dead, and the blocks are 
only kept to fill, as an accommodation, occa- 
sional small orders for regular customers who 
may wish to match a room or wall already 
papered.

Whereas, Through ex- 
cessive competition, the 
manufacture and sale of 
straw boards has become 
wholly unprofitable, and 
believing thatonlythrough 
concerted and judicious 
action, harmonizing the 
interests of both manufac- 
turers and dealers, can the 
business be again made 
fairly remunerative, we 
manufacturers and dealers 
in straw boards do hereby 
organize ourselves into an 
association to be called the 
** American Straw Board 
Association.” That the 
object of our association 
shall be to regulate the 
production and prices of 
straw board. 

Resolved, That the offi- 
cers of this association shall 
consist of a President, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, each 
of whom shall be elected 
to serve for one year, or 
until their successors shall 
be elected, and that a 
majority of members in 
attendance shall constitute 
an election. 

Resolved, That an executive committee, to con- 
sist of three members, two of whom shall be 
manufacturers and one a dealer, shall be elected 
to serve one year or until their successors shall 
be elected; that the duties of this committee 
shall be to solicit membership and to decide 
what persons are eligible to membership. Sec- 
ond—That they shall entertain all complaints 
made either by manufacturers or dealers, inves- 
tigate the same, and report to this association 
when, in their opinion, any of its articles or by- 
laws have been violated. 

Resolved, That the meetings of this association 
shall be held semi-annually on the first Wednes- 
day in June and December, and that the Secre- 
tary shall give ten days’ notice of the place and 
time of meeting. 

Resolved, That a majority of the members of | 
this association shall constitute a quorum for 
transaction of business, and that a majority of |

votes cast shall decide all questions excepting

Resolved, That no prices shall be established 
or changed without a three-fourths vote of the 
members present or by proxy, and a three-fourths 
vote of all manufacturers present or by proxy. 

Resolved, That the members may vote by 
proxy (in case of absence) at any meeting of the 
association. 

Resolved, That the constitution may be 
amended by a two-thirds affirmative vote of the 
members present at any meeting. 

Your committee would recommend the passage 
of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the prices established to the dealer 
by this association shall be as follows: $50 per ton 
for strictly No. 1 boards, and $45 per ton for No. 2 
boards, on three months’ time for approved paper, or 
three per cent. off for cash, at the option of the 
dealer, at any point east of the Alleghany Mountains, 
free of freight or terminal charge of any name or 
nature, the date of purchase to commence on the 
arrival of the boards at the point designated in the 
order for the same. The prices established to con- 
sumers by the association shall be as follows: $55 per 
ton for No. 1 boards, and $50 per ton for No, 2 boards, 
in sixty days’ time for approved paper, or two per 
cent. off for cash, at the option of the consumer. The 
boards shall be delivered to the consumer at the sta- 
tion in the town or city in which his place of business 
is located, at any point east of the Alleghany Moun- 
tains, the date of purchase to commence at the time 
of shipment of the boards from the mill. Consumers 
ordering fifty tons or more, to be taken and received 
as fast as made with no unnecessary delay, shall be 
entitled to a discount of $2.50 per ton from the pric § 
above mentioned. It being understood that the filling 
of an order for fifty or more tons shall not exceed 
ninety days’ trial, and the cartage shall be allowed 
for car-load lots in the cities of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. And it is further 
mutually agreed by and between the dealers and 
members of this association that neither party shall 
give the consumers any longer time or any better 
terms than those that have been established by this 


ciation. And it is hereby express; 
they will neither sell, nor cause to be sold, either 
directly or indirectly, straw boards to any dealer 
who does not comply with, and strictly adhere to, the 
scale of prices for the sale of boards manufactured 
by and adopted by this association. And it is further 
agreed between the dealers and members of this 
association that the association shall establish a scale 
of prices for the Western market, at which the 
boards shall be sold to both dealers and consumers, 
and the prices shall be sufficiently high as not to con- 
flict with, or in any manner interfere with, the prices 
established and adopted for the Eastern market. 

On motion the report of the committee was 
adopted, and the association proceeded to elect 
officers. 

Mr. B. C. Faurot was elected President, and 
Mr. T. E. Gaskill was elected Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

On motion the association proceeded to elect 
an executive committee. Mr. Hayes nominated 
Mr. Fuller; Mr. Seiberling nominated Mr. B. C. 
Faurot; Mr. Pinkham nominated Mr. Hayes, 
who were declared elected by acclamation. 

On motion the manufacturers proceeded to 
consider the list of prices reported by the com- 
mittee, which, after some amendments (which 
were inserted) to the report above made were 
adopted. The price established by the associa- 
tion for board west of the Alleghany Mountains 
was as follows: Forty-five dollars per ton to 
dealers and fifty dollars per ton to consumers, 
and for all lots of fifty tons or more at forty- 
seven dollars and fifty cents to consumers on the 
same time and terms as agreed upon for the 
Eastern dealers and consumers. 

Mr. Butler moved that the price of lining 
shall be one cent per sheet for twenty-six by 
thirty-eight inches. 

Mr. Butterfield moved to amend as follows: 
That an allowance shall be made to dealers of 
10 per cent. on the price of lining, and the price 
to be charged to dealers and consumers shall be 
one cent per sheet on a basis of twenty-six by 
thirty-eight inches, and no deviation shall be 
made from the price above mentioned by any 
dealer or member of this association, which was 
adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Spaulding it was voted that 
no boards should be sold at the price established 
for dealers to any other dealer than those named 
by this association. 

Mr. Hayes moved that the association now 
proceed to name the dealers recognized by the 
association, and entitled to dealers’ prices. 
Pending the consideration of his motion, the as- 
sociation adjourned to meet to-morrow at 10 
A. M. 





SECOND DAY.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.)

Lonpoy, E. C., June 4, 1877. } 
Business is much the same. I met a gentleman 
yesterday evening who told me that trade in the 
finer qualities of paper was very brisk and plenty 
of orders coming in» He said that the good 
brands are selling well, one of which he named 
at 1l!¢d. In the commoner sorts trade is as 
usual. No change is reported. Prices seem to 
run for news and printings 3}4d., 3%d. and 4d., 
less five per cent. There are very large stocks 
in London at most of the dealers, and their very 
existence keeps prices down, as every opportu- 
nity is seized to reduce the bulk of stock. Lower 
prices have to be forthcoming before old paper 
can go, seeing how cheap new orders can be 
executed. War news is scanty and there is a 
general feeling of expectancy, now that the 
spring is just developing into * glorious sum- 
wer,” that some striking and decisive step will 
take place on the Danube. If peace should by 
some means be proclaimed, what a change 
would come o’er the scene! I mean here, so far 
as business is concerned. What is required now 
is, some settlement of this row in Turkey. Be 
the settlement what it may, there will be no 
trade worth speaking of until quietude once 
more reigns in Europe. Our home markets this 
past week have not materially altered their 
position. Very little business is doing indeed. 
There is some probability of a very serious strike 
among the coal-miners of the North, who seem 
to have a plot ready hatched for the general ac- 
ceptance uf the entire body of colliers. This will 
perhaps affect prices of coals and, of course, 
chemicals, until the dispute is settled. However, 
considering the state of trade generally through- 
out the country, and the number of factories and 
works closed, the strike cannot exist long. 
There is nothing for the men who are out to do, 
and money will become very scarce when the 
Union has to support some 70,000 men every 
week. Strikes are the utter ruin of the trades of 
the North, and the worst possible step a Union 
can take. If workingmen could only see this 
they would save themselves a deal of trouble, pen- | 
ury and absolute distress.

History of the Safety Paper Exhibits 
at the late International Exhibition. 


The ‘Safety Paper” question has lately been 
brought prominently into notice by persons who 
were dissatisfied with the action of the judges in 
Group 13 at the International Exhibition, and 
with the subsequent proceedings under the appeal 
from the decision of those judges. The good 
faith of the experts who conducted this exami- 
nation has been questioned, and attempts have 
been made to expose to contempt and ridicule 
gentlemen whose action seems, from all the facts 
in the case, to have been singularly free from 
bias. 

Before entering upon the history of the Safety 
Paper exhibits at Philadelphia, it is well to state 
that none of the safety papers exhibited received 
an award because the judges, without an excep- 
tion, did not find that any of them were abso- 
| lutely safe, and therefore refused to put their 
guaranty to any claims which the exhibitors 
might make for fear of misleading the public. 

There were three exhibitors of safety papers 
who filed information as required for the use of 
the judges of awards. The following are copies 
of each of these claims respectively:

A printing ink must 
be mixed with glycerine, or some mucilaginous ma- 
terial, to attain the requisite and indispensable 
quality to fit it for printing purposes; and if made to 
be fugitive under the action of chemical agents, it 
obtains so slight a hold upon the paper that any 
moisture or the touch of a perspiring hand will dis- 
figure it. It can be entirely washed off without re- 
moving the writing; the alteration can then be made, 
and a new tint of similar character printed again 
over the surface, thus affording facility for fraud in- 
stead of hindrance. If the tint is made less fugitive, 
as in the case of the English tints, a delicate chemical] 
manipulation will remove the ink of the writing with- 
out disturbing the printed tint, as has frequently 
been done. Papers colored in the pulp, having the 
coloring matter equally diffused through the entire 
fabric of the sheet, do not counteract the skillful use 
of the eraser, and the color mixed with the pre- 
ponderating mass of pulp and the exterior coating of 
sizing nullify, to a great extent, its sensitiveness; and 
in many instances successful alterations have been 
made. Unalterable writing inks, if there be such, 
are not proof against erasure. Embossing and 
punching machines involve extra labor, disfigure the 
document, and render the writing almost illegible.

Bros.’ pulp mill on Monday last, sacrificing, 
we are sorry to say, at least one life, and 
doing other damage. As an investigation 
is now pending, it is perhaps too early to 
reach a conclusion as to the causes of the 
accident. 


WE cannot help thinking that the ex- 
plosion mentioned must be attributable to 
gross carelessness, and we hope that the 
coroner’s jury will carefully scrutinize the 
facts, and lay the blame, if any, where it 
belongs. If the fault was due to weak or 
defective construction of the digester, the 
manufacturer ought to be held account- 
able, although at the same time it is proper 
to ask whether economy was not forced 
upon him. 


THE suggestions thrown out for the bene- 


fit of young machine-tenders by an old 
paper-maker have, as we expected, given 
rise to comment and some criticism. With- 
out putting ourselves forward as specially 
learned upon these matters, we do not 
accord fully with either of our correspond- 
ents, and at the same time concede the 
value of much that is said on both sides.

Hints for Machine-Tenders, - 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

I have noticed in your last number the article 
headed ‘‘ Hints to Young Machine-Tenders,” by 
‘* An Old Paper-Maker.” Now, the Bible tells 
me that the prudent shall keep silent, but not be- 
ing prudent, but more of the disposition of 
“doubting Thomas,” I think that I will make my 
doubts known for the benefit of young machine- 
tenders, that they may not think that the blind 
are leading the blind. I do not know that I have 
had the long years of experience of your corres- 
pondent, as my hair has not grown gray in the 
business, but I have done considerable machine- 
tending, and have learned some things about 
running a machine which do not agree with the 
“Hints.” To begin with, I should say, see that 
your couchers and breast rolls are square with 
each other, and the top coucher square with the 
bottom one, and let it remain thus, not moving 
it for any cause, surely not making a guide roll 
of it. Any wire can be easily guided with the 
roll underneath if the guide proper will not con- 
trol it. Your correspondent has told the whole 
story in his leading off with keeping the eyes 
well open and hands out of the pockets.

To stop blowing in front 
of first press I do not agree with ‘‘Old Paper- 
maker,” for my experience has always been 
that the stuff which is likely to blow is the same 
stuff that is likely to stick to the press. There- 
fore, if more weight is put on the tighter it will 
stick to the press roll; but just use a Dunn &

In stretching a jacket I prefer to put the 
jacket on the stretcher dry, and put on hot water 
as I stretch it up. Every jacket should be 
stretched until it will slip on easily, thus saving 
time and patience. In tightening the jacket af- 
ter it is on the roll use Hows’ patent jacket 
tightener by all means, It saves time, gets the 
jacket a third tighter than it can be made in 
any other way, and prevents worming. This 
can be obtained of R. L. How, Cumberland 
Mills, Maine. After the jacket is on and heads 
all right, then give it a good thorough wetting, 
first with hot water, then with cold. 

Notes by the way are good. I think the best 
way to get rid of a bad dentin the wire is to 
slacken the wire, cut out a few threads, and sew 
nicely together again, and then tighten the wire 
down firmly. The apron should come within 
three-fourths of an inch of the slice, as you will 
get a much better edgethereby. Slicesall right. 
Fan-pump allright. To find out grease spots on 
the wire use your eye-sight. The dog on the 
cutters must have the tooth raised or lowered, 
according to the speed of the machine. That 
the shaving is increased by tightening the dry 
felt is allright. The slitters are too deeply set 
by ‘Old Paper-Maker,” andI do not like slitters 
all one way, as the shavings are more apt to 
cause trouble by catching up and going through 
the cutters. And just here, what have the blad- 
ders behind the couchers to do with the slitters 
cutting? The suction-box is a matter of choice. 
I have worked several! different styles, and have 
had no trouble with any. To keep first felt open 
and clear, angle-rolls are a humbug; worse, a 
nuisance, and an expensive nuisance at that, as 
they wear a felt out fast. Just keep the blue 
mark or the red mark straight, and the felt will 
keep open and clear. If it is properly washed 
and will not wrinkle, I cannot see that the rolls 
will always be dry at the ends when a machine 


| is running out full with paper all of the time, 


and I do not believe in rolls swelling in the 
centre so as to cause the felt to run ahead, but 
believe it is all owing to the press, as the press 
will, on most machines, bear a little harder on 
the ends when weighted than in the middle, 
which causes the middle to gain. I do not be- 
lieve in calico or canvas, or any other windings. 
Give me good, straight, smooth rolls, and I will 
risk the felts. To prevent the felt from cutting 
on the edges is all right, the advice fora straight 
wrinkle is all right, and to take a cross wrinkle 
out is all right also. Now, Mr. Editor, I am 
done, and hoping that my suggestions may be of 
greater help to both young and old machine-

A Disastrous Explosion. 


A severe explosion, unfortunately accompanied 
by the loss of life, occurred at Newton Bros.’ 
Pulp Mill, at Holyoke, Mass., on the afternoon of | 
July 18. The revolving digester burst, instantly 
killing John Sanborn, a fireman, severely scald- 
ing Thomas Frazer, another employe, from the 
waist upward, and slightly injuring one or two 


| others. Sanborn was found with a beam resting 


upon his forehead just above the eye, where 
there was a deep fracture. The digester is a 
double cone, 22 feet long and nine feet in diame- 
ter at the middle, tapering from that down to 
six feet at each end. It hung between two brick 
walls, in one of which a gap about 20 feet long 
and 8 feet wide was made, and in the other one 
somewhat smaller. A hole about five feet square 
was also knocked through the outside wall at the 
side of the digester, and the Massasoit Mill, 
which is about twenty feet distant, was plastered 
with pulp up to the second story of one end, this 
This digester is 
filled with the raw pulp, which is then steamed, 
and the steam afterward blown off. The blow- 


| ing off was being done at the time of the ex- 


plosion, and the managers are at a loss to 
account for the accident, as they say there was 
not over 60 pounds pressure on at the time. The 
Newtons have given orders that the sufferers by 
the explosion be provided, at their expense, 
with medical attendance and every possible com- 
fort. 

A coroner’s jury has been in session taking 
testimony in the case of John Sanborn, 
killed by the explosion. Adam Ramage, the 
superintendent of the mill, said the steam pres- 
sure on the digester was usually 90 or 95 pounds, 
and it showed 80 pounds when he went to 
dinner about an hour and a half before the ex- 
plosion. One of the plugs had been blown out, 
but was replaced by a wrought-iron one. When 
he first went to work there be thought there was 
danger, and heard considerable outside talk 
about it, but the feeling soon wore off. D. F. 
Coghlan said he built the boiler from plans given 
him by J. C. Newton, and had never built one of 
that shape before. The shell was 7-16 of an 
inch thick, and the heads 9-16, and it was in- 
tended to stand 150 pounds cold-water pressure, 
which is about 20 pounds less than steam pres- 
sure. The plans were submitted to Loring of 
Boston, who made no especial objection to the 
plan, but said he never built them in that shape, 
and that it would be difficult to keep it from 
leaking, on account of the quantity of acid used. 
The man-hole castings had once given out, and 
been replaced by new ones, and a fresh head 
was put in one end last winter. He tested the 
digester on the Friday before the accident up to 
120 pounds cold-water pressure, and on the day 
following to 100 pounds steam pressure. In 
building, each plate was tested before being 
used, and stamped 45,000 pounds. Had never 
said it was unsafe, but did not consider it so 
strong as it would have been if of uniform 
diameter throughout. W. E. Butler, a former 
employee, said he left because he considered it 
dangerous, and also because he could get more 
pay elsewhere, the latter reason probably being 
the stronger. Edward Walch, a present em- 
ployee, stated that when he went home Monday 
morning, about six hours before the accident, 
the pressure was about 110 pounds, and that it 
often ran up to 125. Some twenty-five new 
rivets were put in last week.

The Government Bank-note Paper. 


The report of the committee appointed to ex- 
amine into the Government Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing has just been made public. 
Some space in the report is devoted to the policy 
heretofore pursued in the bureau, which is con- 
sidered by the committee as having been a very 
rnustable one, and a brief history is given of the 
different methods which have prevailed at differ- 
ent times, according to the various views of the 
successive heads of the department, and of the 
committees of Congress who have investigated 
the subject of engraving and printing, and gives 
an interesting history of the issues of postal cur- 
rency and of United States notes and bonds. 
Upon the subject of the distinctive paper used for 
securities the committee say: ‘‘ On May 1 there 
was on hand in the department the enormous 
quantity of 18,716,266 sheets of the distinctive 
paper, weighing 280,000 pounds, and costing 
more than $300,000. Of this amount nearly 
3,500,000 sheets having been made for issues since 
discontinued, and being of sizes unavailable for 
any other purpose, will be a total loss to the 
Government. A large part of the check paper 
also is of a kind no longer used for checks, and is 
good for nothing else. At the present rate of 
printing the national bank note paper, amount- 
ing to more than 4,000,000 sheets, will last for 
nearly two years, while the United States note 
paper, amounting to more than 7,000,000 sheets, 
will last more than six years. The making of 
both of these classes of paper has been, for the 
present, discontinued by order of the Secretary. 
The quantity of four and a half per cent. funded 
loan paper on hand amounts to more than 2,100,000 
sheets, and is greatly excessive. A liberal esti- 
mate of the number of sheets required for the 
whole loan would not exceed 300,000, whereas 
more than seven times that quantity was made 
and paid for. The requisitions for all of the 














above mentioned paper were made by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. We have no hesita- 
tion in saying that the ordering of such inordi- 
nate quantities of a distinctive paper, available 
only for special purposes, was in reckless disre- 
gard of the interests of the Government. What- 
ever may have been the motives, it was certainly 
a fortunate circumstance for the manufacturer 
that the making of the orders was intrusted to 
so liberal hands.” They further say: “It is 
doubtless true that the risk of detection and 
punishment would be increased if the coun- 
terfeiters were compelled, in addition to en- 
graving spurious plates, to manufacture 
a spurious paper, but in view of the 
great extent of miscredited skill and talent 
heretofore displayed by them, we do not think 
that the difficulties of imitating the fibre paper 
are insuperable. As a matter of fact, the recent 
dangerous counterfeit of the 8500 legal tender 
note was printed on a very clever imitation of 
this paper, and counterfeit fractional notes have 
found an extensive circulation, the fibre on 
which was imitated simply by scratching the 
plate from which the notes were printed. In 
the case of the national bank note, the value 
of the distinctive character of the paper is com- 
pletely destroyed by the fact that the fibre is 
completely covered by the engraving.” Their 
views about the paper may be thus summarized: 

First—It is a check upon the printing estab- 
lishment 

Second —It may add to the difficulty of 
counterfeiting, but it does not make the difficulty 
insuperable. 

Third—It is much inferior in quality to first- 
class bank-note paper. 

Fourth—To be of value the fibre should be 


exposed upon the notes; not covered by 
printing.

THE MONEY MARKRET.—The supply of 
loanable funds contia#¥®es abundant, and borrow- 
ers on call can supply all their requirements at 
rates ranging between 1 and 2 per cent. The 
rate at banks and trust companies is maintained 
at 3 percent. There is a continued inquiry for 
short date commercial paper; long dates are 
neglected. 

There is a well sustained demand for Govern- 
ment bonds, and the prices are firm. The sub- 
scriptions to the new 4 per cent. bonds are being 
made quite rapidly. Railroad bonds have a 
moderate and well distributed business at steady 
figures. State bonds are without material 
change. 

The gold market remains pretty quiet so far 
as movement is concerned; the price has ranged 
somewhat higher toward the close. The quota- 
tions for the week are:

Foreign Exchange continues quiet and firm, 
without any changes inrate. The quotations to- 
day are: Sterling, 60 days, $4.861¢ to $4.87;

THE PAPER TRADE.—Business has settled 
down to the usual light proportions incident to 
the summer season, and there are no indications 
of any disturbance from that state of affairs 
for some weeks to come. There is much to be 


looked for from the autumn trade, and there is 
| on all hands the devout wish that it may be an 


improvement upon the past season both as to 
quantity and prices. The present position of the 
market is certainly extremely unsatisfactory to 
manufacturers. The decreased consumption in 
almost all kinds of papers leaves a surplus of 
stock on the market which exerts a most per- 
nicious influence on prices, and has been con- 


| stantly dragging them down, until it seems as if

they can go no further. If the long promised, 
long deferred, revival in other branches of trade 
sets in it will soon extend to the paper trade, and 
then, perhaps, prices will assume something of 
their old remunerative basis. 


JUTE BUTTS.—No arrivals have occurred 
since our last report. The demand still rules 
light, and is likely so to do for several weeks, or 
until some of the recent heavy arrivals have 
been consumed, as manufacturers are pretty 
generally supplied with stock sufficient to last 
for some weeks. The deliveries during the 
past sixty days aggregate about 71,000 bales, 
which is probably a larger amount than we are 
likely to receive from Calcutta during the remain- 
der of this year. The sales, on spot, have been 
principally of small lots, and the market is 
Several hun- 
dred bales of damaged have been sold at 3c. 
To arrive Butts are quoted at 3%c. to 3\<c., 
gold, and sales of several hundred bales are 
reported at quotations. The stock in New York 
to-day is about 12,000 bales, and in Boston 
about 5,000 bales. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCKS.— 
There is really nothing new to say regarding the 
market. There is some movement, but it is by 
no means active, and is confined to some few 
special goods. Medium and low-priced Linens 
meet with pretty steady although moderate sale, 
but the finer goods are neglected. The demand 
for Cotton Rags of all grades, more especially 
the fines, is extremely limited. For Waste 
Papers there is a small amount of inquiry, prin- 
cipally for White and Cream Shavings. There 
is no pressing inquiry for Baggings or Jute 
Stocks. The receipts are pretty much all taken 
up to fill orders made some time since, and so 
there is only a limited quantity of spot goods 
offering. As a rule the quoted prices are well 
sustained, but a few instances have been noted 
of lots sold a trifle under. Late London advices 
indicate a firm market for most kinds of stock. 
Strong Linens are in good demand, while fine 
Linens and Cotton Rags are dull. Waste Papers 
are in small demand. The arrivals for the week 
are 5,646 bales Rags, 501 bales Old Papers, 244 
bales Manilla Stocks. The receipts of Rags is 
largely increased by the arrival of a cargo of 
Konigsberg Rags (1,302 bales), a cargo of Egyp- 
tian Rags (1,117 bales), a cargo of Malta Rags 
(1,024 bales), and a cargo of Constantinople Rags 
(707 bales). With the exception of the cargo 
from Malta, these rags have all gone into the 
hands of consumers, 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—There is no material 
difference in the aspect of the market. The de- 
mand is very much restricted, and manufac- 
turers are extremely choice in their selections. 
Prices are quite unsettled, and asa rule incline 
in buyers’ favor. Sales are noted of 275 bales 
City Seconds at 2%¢c.; 50 bales No. 1 Whites at 
5%c.; 50 bales No. 1 Whites at 55c. 

WOOLEN RAGS.—There is a full amount of 
movement in Woolen Rags, which is pretty well 
distributed among the various grades. Prices 
are quite steady at quotations. 

OLD PAPERS.—The movement has been 
rather quieter during the week just passed, al- 
though some grades keep in very fair demand. 
No. 1 Shavings of selected packings are moving 
along quite steadily. No. 2 Shavings are in 
rather slack demand at present; Colored Shav- 
ings, which were in quite active request a week 
ago, have settled back into an ordinary move- 
ment, Good lots of Solid Stock are in fair re- 
quest. Book Stock is without much life, and 
meets with little attention. Light Stock has had 
quite a fair movement. Very good lots com- 
mand full quoted prices, but the bulk of the

CHEMICALS.— The market exhibits the 
same general features as at the date of last 
report. The movement is still moderate, but 
there are indications of an increased demand 
for some of the heavy chemicals at an early 
day. The Liverpool market is reported steady 
and stronger in feeling, which causes holders 
here to display greater firmness. Soda Ash is 
in better inquiry, and some sales to arrive ara, 
reported at full figures, Caustic Ash has been 
rather slow of movement. Caustic Soda remains 
quiet. Bleaching Powders are steady, and some 
brands are said to be scarce. Sal Soda is rather 
dull, and the price is quoted easier. Other goods 
are without change. Sales include 100 casks 
Bleaching Powders, spot, at 15¢c. currency; 50 
tons Soda Ash, spot, at 1.95c. gold; 50 drums 7! 
per cent. Caustic Soda, spot, at 43¢c. for 60, gold; 
25 tons Sal Soda, spot, at 1.30c. gold; 200 bar- 
rels Lump Alum, spot, at 25¢c. currency; 150 
barrels Ground Alum, spot, at 2%c. currency; 
100 barrels Potash Alum, spot, at 2%{c. currency; 
75 barrels Concentrated Alum, spot, at 2%c. 
currency ; 80 barrels Natrona Porous Alum, spot, 
at 31¢c. currency; 50 casks Aluminous Cake, spot, 
at 2%{c. currency; 15 casks Yellow Prussiate, 
spot, at 24c. currency ; 20 casks Bichromate, spot, 
at 13\¢c. currency. 

THE COAL MARKET.—Although prices of 
Anthracite are lower than at any other time in 
the history of the article, the prevailing rates do 
not appear to stimulate the demand. Eastern 
and local buyers have recently, or previous to 
the recent sale, purchased quite liberally, and 
are therefore stocked sufficiently for all im- 
mediate purposes. From present appearance it 
now seems as though the large producers will be 
guided in their future actions by the President 
of the Reading road, and as that gentleman 
favors “‘pooling,” that no doubt will be the next 
move to advance and strengthen prices. 
Saward’s Coal Trade Journal of June 20 says: 
“Anthracite remains extremely quiet, and ap- 
parently does not intend to improve in price; the 
excess in the quantity offered for sale over the 
demand still continues. We have at hand, as we 
write, a schedule of prices for Stove, of the 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and Hudson, and 
Schuylkill qualities, at wholesale for the term 
of twenty-five years, and nowhere do we find 
a quotation as low as at present; none of the 
values expressed therein are so low as to admit 
of the use of the figure two as the initial figure. 
We find that $3.15 for Pittston Stove, in May, 
1863, is the lowest rate. Surely we must be down 
to hard pan now.”
